TWO DECADES OF PARISH PEACE 


‘There were very latge morning and 
evening congregations at St. George's 
Church on Sunday. The morning ard

came to hear Rev. Mr. Talbot’s lest 
rectoral words in Oshawa, 

‘The lessons, the psalms, the hymns 
all seemed to bear upon the solemn- 
ity of the occasion, which was the 
parting between the pastor for 19 
years and his people, The congrega- 
tional singing was of the best ever 
heard in Oshawa, and the choir, with 
their hearts in their yolces, made 
sympathetic melody. 

‘The attitude of Rev. Mr. Talbot, in 
both morning and evening farewell 
sermons, was that of a mun intensély 
in carnest and full of feeling, and the 
sermons themselves both in matter 
and delivery were such as would be 
expected from @ man Who believed he 
had a real message from His Master 
to deliver. 

At the close of both services, and 
during the delivery of some parts of 
tho "sermons, there were few dry eyes 
in the congregation.

In 1890 there were 
ot Easter 62 partukera of the Holy 
Communion; in 1908 that number 
had been increased to 148. 

And thelr financial contriputions 
amounting to $1745 in 1900 had in- 
creased to $2,312 in 1908. He consid- 
ered that uo pretty fair increase, but 
was sorry that he had notthe re- 
corda for the earlier periods.

A canful of air or a roomful of air, 
which has mixed in it as much as 
one-twelfth of the vapor of gasoline, 
is more dangerous than a canful or 
roomful of gunpowder. Air with that 
much or more gasoline vapor in it 
explodes harder and makes a hotter 
blaze than gunpowder. Gunpowder 
will stay where it is put and 
seen. Gasoline vapor belng a 
heavier than air falls to the 
and cannot be seen. In very 
instances yi explosions 
occurred next to the ceiling 
possible when the air of the room 
is saturated with moisture, as on 
wash day, so the vapor will float In 
it.

One who uses gasoline for any pur 
pose in a room in which there is 
candle, lamp or fire, is likely, very 
likely, to be badly burned.

INSURANCE REPORTS 


Revenue and Losses in Canada for the 
Year 1908. 


‘The anoval report of the Insurance 
Branch of the Finance Department, 


just Issued at Ottawa, shows that 
the totfl smount recelyed in pre 
miums by the fire insurance com- 


panies during the calendar year 1908 
Was $17,027,275, an increase of $912,- 
500 over 1907, while the total amount 
paid for lossea was $10,279,455, an In- 
crease of $1,834,414. 

Canadian companies doing both fire 
Sod marine insurance business In Can- 
ada and abroad recelved a total cash 
income of $7,885,504, while the expen- 
diture totalled $8,376,293, For every 
$100 of income there was spent $69.88 
for losses, $35.83 for general expen- 
ses, and $1.51 for dividends to stock- 
holders. The total life insurance in 
force at the end of the year was 
$719,516,014, an increase of $33,992, 
627 during the twelve months, Of 
this increase Canadian Life compan- 
fea get $29,693,207, and American 
companies $4,599,679. ‘The ‘osiness 
of the British companies {ell of by 
$30,857. The total amount paid to 
Poliey-holers during the year was 
$16,122,976, of which $7,831,237 was in 
death claims, $3,413,029 in matured 
endowments, $446,344 in annuities, 
$2,785,891 in surrendered polictes, and 
$1,741,293 in dividends to policy-hold- 
ere. ‘The total premiims {ncome was

PICKING APPLES 


Advice of Our Own Elmer Lick in an 
Ontario Bulletin. 

Elmer Lick, Oshawa 
pick apples 1s important. Tho object 
1s to have the apples at the very 
best of color, quality, appearance and 
keeping quality. ‘The fing! decision as 
to exact time depends on the weath- 
er and weather probabilities, the In- 
bor available, the variety, and to 
f#ome extent on the market. 

All things being equal, it 
sirable to pick apples when weather 
{8 cool. This ia not always possible, 
but is best for Keeping quality. The 
Probability of high winds or heavy 
frosts will often lead to earlier pick- 
ing than otherwise would be the 
case. Whea labor is scarce some of 
the apples will have to be picked 
Somewhat earller. Some varieties 
hang to trees in spite of heavy winds 
others fall readily, even before weil 
colored. A heavily loaded tree will 
not blow off nearly as easy as where 
the crop is light. Sometimes carly 
market, other times late market 
would seem best. A difference of 
few days in picking under varying 
market conditions would be in in 
terest of iruit grower. 

Haye plenty of light ladders 
suitable Lngths, ond at least 
baskets for cach picker. There ure 
Several kinds of baskets in use. My 
Preference {5 for the balf-bushel round 
splint bastet made with leather strip 
Inside and ss smooth as possible 
with  betyy iron wire bale and tron 
hook. attadhed to each basket. This 
basket is smooth on inside and can 
Not be dropped and caught. The long 
oval baskit is most largely used 
‘This requivs a Iining on aides of the 
basket, bis o stif handle; is Hable 
in careless hands to spill cut apples, 
and is toy frequently dropped and 
caught, this bruising apples often 
yery serioisly. ‘The long oval willow 
busket fs also used. This basket 
Will ust longer than any other, but 
must be lined with heavy material, 
otherwise serious bruising is able 
to result, For high trees use a rop: 
or strap ty Ipwer baskets. 

Remey Pa hanule apples 
ogee, woelike stones or turnips. 

Do' not allow an apple to fall more 
than two inches, do not mix wind 
falls or dropped apples with picked 
fruit. 

‘Tho whole operation of picking sp- 
ples is one requiring carefulness, com- 
bined with good judgment founded 
on accurate information, and a di 
rect personal interest in the work.—
